Manvractéar oF "Gomme — The greatest 
comb manufactory in the ene is in Aberdeen, 
Scotland ; it is that of Messrs. Stewart, Rowell 
& Co. There are 36 furnaces for preparing 
horns and tortoise-shell for the combs, and no 
less than 12) iron screw presses are continually 
going, in stamping them. Steam power is em- 
ployed to cut the combs, and an engine of fifty 
horse-power is barely sufficient to do the work. 
The coarse combs are stamped or cut out—two 
being cut in one piece at a time, by a machine 
invented in England in 1828. The fine dressing 
combs and ail smal! tooth combs are cut by fine 
vircular saws, some so fine as te cut 40 teeth to 
the space of ene inch, and they revolve 5,000 
times in a mioute. There are 1,25 varieties of 
combs made, and the aggregate number pro 
duced, of all these different sorts of combs, 
aver upwards of 1,300 gross weekly, of about 
9,000,000 annually; « quantity that if laid to- 
gcther lengthways, would extend about 700 
miles. The annual consumption of ox-bornes is 
about 730,000; the anaual consumption of hoofs 
amounts to 4,000,000; the consumption of tor 
toive-sbell and baffalo-horn, although not so 
large, is correspondingly valuable; even the 
waste, composed of horn-shavings and pariags 
of hoofs, which, from its nitrogenized composi- 
tion, becomes a valuable material in the manu 
facture of prussiate of potash, amounts to 35) 
tons in the year; the broken combs in the va 
rious stages of manufacture average 50 or 70 
gross in a week; the very paper for packing 
costs $3,000 a year. 

A hoot undergoes eleven distinct operations 
before it becomes a finished comb.

« When the Ok Openings were first broken 
ap, it was not found advisable to plough very 
deep, or not more than was necessary to get 
ander the roots of grass and brush, which was 
about four inches; but as the land became ex- 
haasted at the surface, from continued cultiva- 
on, it has been found necessary to deepen the 
furrow gradually, to seven or eight inches, and 
even to ten inches; and asthe lime and salts 
become exhausted on the surface, a supply 
is sought in the subsoil for the wants of the 
rope.” 

We commend the above extract to the favor. 
able consideration of our readers. The tact 
stated im it, that the farmers of Monree Co., 
New York, deepen their farrows gradually, 
with the view of procuring supplies of lime and 
other salts, when the surface soil becomes ex. 
hausted of them, should teach a lesson to 
others that may be turned to profitable account. 
The success of this practice, fully sustains us in 
the opinion we have so often advanced, that 
by increasing the depth of ploughing, many of 
the most valnable inorganic substances, of which 
the surface soil bad become exhausted, might 
be found im the subsoil,as lime, magnesia, 
potash, phosphoric acid, sulphuric acid, &c.— 
Ed. Am. harmer. 

Facrr Tases raow Corrorcs.—We have 
never been able to see what great advantage 
would be gained by being able to raise fruit 
trees from cuttings immersed simply into the 
soll, over the common practice of first inserting 
the cutting into a portion of rect, and known 
as rout-grafting— the former being uncertain at 
best; the latter, when well done, never failing 
of sccess. There is, however, a methed of 
treating cuttings, not entirely new, which has 
been strongly recommended in some of the En- 
repean journals, which may be highly useful in 
ig some kinds of trees and shrubs; and 
under favorable circumstances, may be adapted 
to grapes, quinces, and some other sorts of 
fruit. It consists simply in bending a long cut- 





ting inte the form of the letter 5 inverted, the 
| two timbs being immersed into metlow soil, and 
| leaving one good bad at the summit, at the sur- 
face of the soil. In this way, the out end, in- 
stead of becoming the seat of dryness, by evapo- 
| ration from the open pores, is shielded below by 
| contect with the moist earth. A cut surface at 
| the end will throw off moisture several times 
faster than the pores through the surface of the 
bark, and hence the advantage of the method. 
If desired, one of the arms may be cut off and 
removed, after the cutting is well rooted, or two 
made of each one.— A/hany Cultivator.
